The Connection Skate Park is family owned 
and operated- When the park hurls, the 
Murdock family hurts Years ago. Paula 
Mordock could have easily told her son to quit 
skateboarding., and would have never had to 
worry about keeping Connection open. 
Inslead, she came to her own conclusion. The 
kids need a place to skate. In the face of bureau¬ 
cratic indifference and stereotyping, Paula 
made if happen. When you come down to 
Connection, you need to show your respect 
because if it weren't fo r Paula's admiration and 
respect for skateboarding, and for you, you'd 
be assed out.
